cers that ſerved in the late Siege of Londonderry, in the behalf of the 
CROWN, &«. 4 FT 


HUMBLY SHEWETH, 


HAT your Petitioner came lately to this City to enquire after, and look for the 
Pay due for the Service of the Siege of Lendenderry; and upon Inquiry, finds there 
hs been ſuch an Extravagant Account given to this Honourable Houſe formerly by 

£ the Agents Collonel Hamill, Captain Baird, and Wil'iam Hamill, which has obſtru&- 
ed the Payment of what is juitly due, as your Petitioner hopes to make appear. 

Imprimis, There was an Account givea for Six Months Pay due to the ſaid Garriſon iuſtead of 
Four Months. for the Siege continued only April, May, June and July, 

24'y. There was an Account given of 214 Reformed Officers of thoſe that were in the Siege, 
as was alledged, and went with the Army to do Service, but in that Account they have returned 
ſeveral Perſons that they call Officers, that was not in that Siege, as Hugh Higane a Captain, 
and Tho, Lawſon a Captain, and ſeveral others likewiſe. | 

3dly. Ir is ſuppoſc&the Reaſon why that was acted, the ſiid Sollicitors were to have 3 5. 4 d. 
per Pound for every Pound that ſhould be allowed for the ſid Service, aud by that Charge as 
it was given in, their Fees would have amounted to- 22456 Pourds. 

gathly. Your Peritiover hath a particular Account of all the Service performed in the ſaid Gar- 
riſon during the ſaid Siepe, and the whole Charge amounts but to 40194 Pounds ; and the Ac- 
count given in to this Honourable Houſe before, is 134958 Pouncs, ſo the Crown is over- 

 charg'd by that Account the Sum of 94764 Pouuds; as more particalarly appears by the Ac« 
count hereugto An..cxed, for his Late MajcRy's Letter had no regard to auy Service but the 
Siege only. | 

a Your Petitioner farther ſheweth, That they Charge the Crown with two Months Ser- 
vice before the Siege began. There was the Lord Bliney, Sir Arthur Raiding and Sir Robert Max= 

ſield's Son, with ſeveral others, that raiſed Men to fight the Enemy, aud'when they came to 

"Derry, moſt of them aud their Men weat off ; there 1s 25077 1.6 5. 8 4, Charged for that Two 
Months Scrvice : Now conlider the Field Officers that weut away, and wolt of the Caprains 
for the Regiments that did the Service wete all Modelled, and Governours made and choſen 
after the Siege began; if ſc, thea it may be queitiou'd to whom ſhould that TI wo Months Pay 
be giyen if Recovered from the Crown ? 

6thly: There being, 56248. charged 14 the Account for the Service done by the 214 Reformed 
Office: s after the Stepge : 1t's humbly ſuppoſe, That it this Honourable Houſe was to require 
ſuck Perſons who pr«teuds to {uchSer ice dowe after the Siege to give in their Names, their Cer- 
tificate',1nd the Regimeuts they ierved in when ſuch Service was perform'd, there would be but 
a few ot them to appear with any fſatisfatory Account of themſelves, or any for them, for a 
great many of them died ſoon after the Siege was over, and many more were provided for, and 
poſted in ſtandiug Regiments, The Queſtion would bc, Who that Money, for ſuch M-n Dead 
and Poſted as atoreſaid, ſhould be paid to if Recovered or paid by the Crown. 

7th. Your-Peritioner having given a Juſt aid True Accouat of the ill Practices and Manage- 
meut theſe Agents had contrived, for their own Intereſt; its ')yumbly hoped, will not hinder this 
Honourable Houſeto Conſider ſuch Perſons as really did Service, and tufftered in the ſaid Siege. 

8h, Your Petitioner further, ſheweth, That his Late Majeſty King W:ilram, by Letter under 
his Royal Hand, was pleaſcd to ſignify to the Governours of the taid City, That Satisfation 
ſhould be made to all ſach Perſons as had done Service, avd Suffered in that Siege for their 
Loyalty to him, and the good of their Country. And had not ſuch an Extraordinary Account 
been given ia at firſt, its humbly hoped this Honourable Houſe would not have fcrupled the 
Payment long fince of what is juſtly due. 

Your Petitioner further Sheweth, That ſeveral Thouſand Perſons ſuffered by that Siege 3 
many of them now Old and Lame, and many Widows,and the Orphans of them that died there, 
are now in great Miſery and Diſtreſs: All whoſe Hopes and Dependence is on this Honourable 
Houſe for Relief ; which otherwiſe muſt periſh, after 26 Years patient Attendance. 


Your Petitioner therefore, in behalf of the ſald Garriſon, moſt humbly prays; That this 
Honourable Houſe will pleaſe to conſider their Miſerable Condition, and graut them 
ſuch SatisfaQion and Relief, as to your Honours in your great Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meer, 
and appoint ſuch Commiſſioners as you will think proper Perſons todiftribute the 
ſame, ig Manner and Meti.od as your Hogours ſhall dire&.

were in Collonel LZance's Regiment: And the ſaid Captain George Gregory was in 
Col. Craſton's Regiment.
